Resort-owners were 
afraid that bviiigiug the news out in -the open 
would scare! off prospective vacationers. So they 
tried to conduct business as- usual and, presum- 
ably, hoped no more cases would develope. 

Under -life circumstances, no real, action 
.against the spread of the disease could be made. 

When news of the epidemic finally 'broke, 
Zermatt became a deserted town, so far as tour- 
ist trade was concerned. Cases had already been 
verified in. tourists who had returned home to 
other countries, spreading the danger. Able to 
investigate openly now that the need for silence 
was gone, officials quickly found the source of 
he trouble — a hole in a water main, into which 
sewage was seeping. 

Besides the unnecessary deaths and illness, 

Zermatt will probably suffer a loss of tourist 

trade for a much longer time than they would 

ave had they put the welfare of their customers 

ahead of the few dollars of revenue they gained.

(Washington. D. C.WSena- 
tor Paul IL Douglas today 
announced that all young 
men interested In competing 
this year for one of his nom- 
inations to one of the United 
Slates military academies, 
should write to him he fore 
May 15 of this year. 

Senator Douglas said that 
he will consider any. male 
citizen residing in 'Illinois, 
who is a high school gradu- 
ate, and who will he between 
17 and 22 years of age by 
July 1, 19(14, the date lite 
classes begin for which the 
applicants will.be. given con- 
sideration. 

"All too often." Senator 
Douglas declared, "young 
men wait until they are Sen- 
iors in high school before ap- 
plying. This is not neces- 
sary. A young imn should 
apply while he is a Junior 
so that he docs not have to 
wait a whole year to see if 
he is eligible to enter one 
of the academies." 

Senator Douglas is allowed 
to have five young men un- 
der his sponsorship in each 
of the military academics.

'Tre fiscal recovery of 1111- 

ois has reached the point 

here it can be said that no 

ew or increased taxes 

bould be needed for the 

forthcoming two-year budget 

period, but I want all citizens 

to continue to be aware of 

the need for Constitutional 

revenue reform. ^ 

Better enforcement of ex- 
isting tux laws, sharp ccono\ 
mies, sharp economies and a 
common sense approach to 
building needs should obviate 
tlie need for new taxes In the 
blennium beginning July 1, 
1963. Details of the pro- 
gram will be outlined in my 
budget address to the Gen- 
eral Assembly later this 
month. 

This administration will 
not stop with the recovery 
recorded so far. Revenue 
reform still holds out the 
promise of the best tax deal 
for the citizenry. Few per- 
sons would disagree with the 
need for such reform. Hon- 
est disagreement comes 
over the specifics of a pro- 
posal. A mirror of the prob- 
lem came recently when tlie 
Legislative Revenue Study 
Commission, whose members 
came from the General As- 
sembly and various segments 
of the population, failed to 
agree on a recommendation 
after many months of hard 
work. 

To accomplish this reform, 
approval of the General As- 
sembly and the people at a 
subsequent referendum arc 
needed. What we are talk- 
ing about is revising the sec- 
lion in the Illinois Constitu- 
tion which deals with the 
ways and means revenue is 
to be raised to meet the bills 
of the state. 

1 have not been deterred 
by lack of a recommenda- 
tion from the Revenue Study 
Commission. The commis- 
sion members have been 
asked to stay on the job and, 
in the meanwhile, I have In- 
structed personnel in the de- 
partment of Revenue to try 
to some up with some recom- 
mendation. In such a vital 
mission, the wisdom of many 
persons Is needed. 

The need for revenue re- 
form Is obvious. Our entire 
tax structure is outmoded, 
based on agricultural and 
land economy of our urtlt* 
when the consitution of IffrO 
was adopted— a time wlfen 
the preponderance of our 
people lived on farms. Real 
estate aitd tangible personal 



property wore the basic 
wealth. Times have changed 
and we must change our Rev- 
enue Article to comply with 
modern life. 

The shackles of the pres- 
ent, Revenue Article must bo 
^broken and the tax load more 
equitably distributed among 
our population. 

We must look beyond two 
years, four years or 10 years. 
Wo must look to the future, 
and Constitutional revenue 
reform Is requisite to the 
satisfaction of all taxpayers.

Should babies be kept on 
their stomachs or on their 
backs? 

A recent study Initiated at 
the Jefferson Hospital, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., determined to 
evaluate the relative advan- 
tages of each position. The 
results of that study should 
be of Interest to all mothers 
of small children, for It indi- 
cates that certain conditions 
are definitely aggravated, 
while others are alleviated by 
adhering to one or the other 
position. 

Immediately ' upon admis- 
sion to the nursery, babies

Incidence of diaper rash 

was, found to he considerably 
more frequent in babies 
kept on their backs., Al- 
though diaper rasli can us- 
ually be prevented by fre- 
quent changing of properly 
processed diapers, < maintain- 
ing infants in a prone posi- 
tion docs not reduce the In- 
cidence of diaper rash. 

Scratches arc found less 
frequent in babies who are 
kept on their stomachs. They 
are obviously less able to 
reach their faces with their 
uutrimmed fingernails. 

Crying is .also considerably 
less frequent in babies kept 
on their stomachs, Nearly 
30% decrease in crying was 



noted In babies kept lying in 
tfiis positlom!; 



Chafing was noted; in both 
positions— knees and faces 
were affected when babies 
were kept on their stom- 
achs; back of heels were af- 
fected when they were kept 
lying on their backs. 

Urinary Problems may be 
aggravated when male babies 
are kept on their stomachs. 

Respiratory ailments of 
certain types are prevented 
by changing babies' positions
